Battle Of Projectors 
To Explain Stands 


The battle of the projectors 
was joined Tuesday night when the 
school committee had a full-dress 
debate on the necessity or non- 
necessity of the Doherty School 
Addition. 

Overhead projectors showing 
population projections were the 
weapons, with graphs of trends 
pointing down or up, depending on 
whether it was Dr. frank Griggs 
or the other three engineer or 
industry types who were using the 
statistics. Terms like Lees 
squares and calculus were re- 
ferred to by Griggs, trishman, 
Hill and Chairman King, and a few 
math-types in the audience of more 
than 40. 

Dr. Richard A. Katz and some 
of the audience complained that it 
was not statistics, but actual 
children at stake, and the Planning 
Board’s estimate was already 300 
behind - where are you going to 
put them? But more asked the edu- 


cational people to respond to the 
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financial crisis by seeking alter- 
natives, innovation, to operate 
without new building cost - by 
portable classrooms, double ses- 
sions or staggering schedules, 
Later in the meeting, they 
seemed a little staggered when, 
item 8 on the agenda, Dz. Dan 
Frishman, a stout proponent ofthe 
Doherty School for present and 
immediate future needs, calledfor 
working toward goal of an 11-12 
month year for economical use 
of buildings, provided truly in- 
dividualized instruction has been 
achieved, ‘‘so it doesn’t matter 
what time of year a family’s 
children are away on vacation.’’ 
Dr. Frank Griggs was lead-off 
man in. the battle of projectors. 
His full and detailed sheaf of 
transparencies contained  sta- 
tistics and curves with which he 
made his point; that in 1974, the

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Rezoning Scuttled 


Rezoning issues received long 
debate but short decisions by town 
meeting this past week. 

Monday night’s session saw 
rejection of a proposed rezoning 
of land off Haverhill street fora 
professional building for doctors. 
Thursday night’s session rejected 
rezoning of land off High street 
for apartments.- 

Both had received planning board 
approval. 

At the Monday session, the issue 
of spot zoning is believed to have 
been the cause of defeat of the 
proposed doctor’s building. 

Drs. Michael A. Gravellese, 
Matthew Cushing, Martin Melia, 
George D. Lemaitre and Donald 
J. Slipp, had proposed a profes- 
sional building for themselves and 
eventually other doctors. 

In the building would be labora- 
tories and X-ray facilities. 

Dr. LeMaitre emphasized there 
would be no drug store or retail] 
facilities. 

Dr. Cushing explained that the 
doctors had been seeking a place 
in Andover for some time, and 
this was the most Iggical and 
feasible. 

Atty. Richard Sullivan presented 
the plan- and showed a map of 
the locale, which is at the An- 
dover - North Andover line on 
High street. 


He noted development of the area 
over the years. 


Planning Board Chairman 
Harold T. King, in presenting the 
board’s approval of the proposal, 
noted ‘that the new classification 
was to be office park which would 
limit the use of the property to 
just the purpose the doctors had 
intended. The board felt there 
were sufficient safeguards. 

He also felt there was a need 
for such service in the town. 

Among principal opponents were 
William E. Hart of High street, 
an abutter and Selectman Milton 
Greenberg. 

Greenberg in a lengthy prepared 
text stated that the principle in- 
volved-in the issue was spot zoning. 
He felt that the town should not 
deviate from its master plan, and 
that.in approving rezoning for the 
area, this would take place. 

Hart said thatthe rezoning would - 
be a wedge into the area, allowing 
for rezoning or construction of 
other facilities. 

He also had slides and charts 
of the area. 

He said that it would be possible 
to have a bus terminal or a hos- 
pital in the area. 

A proponent, in favor of the 
article, suggested there was a 
lack of medical facilities in the 
town and commented on the need 
for such. 

When the vote was taken 313 
favored the*article and 296 were 
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Commission 


The Conservation Commission 
won some and lost some at the 
town meeting sessions this past 
week, 

Approval was given for trans- 
ferring funds to their account, 
over FinCom disapproval, but the 
commission lost out on being 
allowed to obtain about 45 acres 
of former gravel pit property off 
Woburn street. 

The latter action came Monday 
night with the defeat of the article 
based on the conservationist’s in- 
sistence on having rights to obtain 
the land by eminent domain. 

The ©inCom and some select- 
men objected strenuously to 
allowing the taking proceedings in 
the article. 

Mrs. Virginia Hammond said 
that having the right, allowed for 
better negotiating procedures with 
the owner of the property. 

Town meeting failed to go along 
with the request. 

Approved last Thursday were 
articles transferring money re- 
ceived from the state in a ‘‘self 
help’ program from available 
funds to the conservation commis- 
sion, The money came from the 
state after the commission had 
negotiated and obtained properties 
last year. 

The FinCom argued that taking 
the money would have aderogatory 
effect on the free cash account 
and affect the tax rate. 

In other items covered in the 
past two sessions, bonding of 
$1,000,000 for construction of a 
water treatment plant, The money 
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Wins, Loses 


will be used with $4,000,000 ap- 
propriated a year ago for the 
project. 

Federal funds have been sought 
for the project. 

Other items approved: $52,000 
for sewer lines on Lupine Road, 
$25,000 for drainage lines on 
William Street, $50,000 for town’s 
master plan drainage project and 
$4,900 for the dropin center on 
Central street. 

Still to be acted upon are 16 
articles including the contro- 
versial issue of banning non-re- 
turnable bottles. 

Also in the regular warrant 
when the voters go back to work 
Monday night is a $70,000 item 
for plans for a high school addi- 
tion, which is expected to evoke 
considerable debate. 

The Doherty school addition will 
be taken up in a special session 
within the warrant.

By Edward P. Grigoli 


Edward ‘‘Duke” ~— Ellington 
studied music at the fine Art 
School of Pratt Institute in Wash- 
ington. His interest soon turned 
to the study of contemporary popu- 
lar music and set out to create 
his own music from the basic 
structure of Jazz. 


He formed his first groups around 
1918, but wasn’t able to make his 
first recording until 1926. 

The scoring of a series of 
original orchestrations by Elling- 
ton numbered in the hundreds and 
critics in the field of classical 
music considered his compositions 
of great importance. But the 
freedom of expression and impro- 
visation as in true Jazz for origi- 
nal ideas, did not exist in his 
arrangements. The musicians that 
played for him were those that 
thought. like he did and therefore 
expressed their moods in much 
the same way a symphony orches- 
tra expresses those of their con- 
ductor. 

However, it was not until Erving 
Mills became his manager that 
he soon had the most talked-of 
band in Harlem. Then came en- 
gagements in the Elackbird Review 
on Eroadway, The Cotton Club and 
a tour of Europe appearing at the 
Palladium in London, (1933) 

His skill as an orchestrator 
was what made Ellington what he 
is today, one of the best known 
musicians in both the classical 
and Jazz field. 

Through the years he has had 
the ability to maintain the same 
style in totally different moods 
which is the mark of a genuine 
arranger. 

His first big hits from 1933 were: 
‘‘Solitude’’ - ‘‘Sophisticated Lady”’ 
- ‘In. a Sentimental Mood,’’ etc. 
From 1942 - ‘‘Take the Train”’ - 
‘V’ve Got It Bad and That Ain’t 
Good’? and many more. 

Ellington developed an intense 
interest in the effect of contrast- 
ing combinations of reed instru- 
ments which was present in many 
of his arrangements. His band 
was the first to present many other 
innovations such as the wordless 
use of the voice as a musical 
instrument in orchestrations. 

As a pianist he was influenced 
by ‘‘Fats’’? Waller and James P. 
Johnson and played discreetly 
within his technical limitations. 

For many years, the name Duke 
Ellington has been synonymous 
with Jazz to the average layman 
with a mild interest in all types 
of music.

Road, April 10 and 24 from 3 to

Two shots for eachimmunization 
are needed at two week intervals. 

A maximum fee of $15 will be 
charged for the clinic, the rate 
to be determined by the number of 
horses being immunized.

Last year many horses were 
lost when sleeping sickness spread 
thus destroying unprotected 
horses. The 4-H Horse club has 
made arrangements this year to 
provide protection. 

Symptoms of the illness inearly 
stages is the horse walking aim- 
lessly, later appearing sleepy. 
Death usually takes place in two 
to five days following initial onset 
of symptoms. 

The virus is transmitted prin- 
cipally by mosquitoes, assasin bug 
and by the spotted fever tick. 

Vaccination of all horses is the 
best preventative. 

Stiffness about the head is the 
initial symptom of tetanus. 

Cause is through toxin liberated 
by tetanus organism. 

Prevention is by immunization.

Dedication 
Of Torah 


At Service 


On Sunday evening, April 4, 
Temple Emanuel will proudly 
participate in a special Service, 
at which time a Torah will be 
dedicated and placed in the Ark. 


This Torah scroll is being pre- 
sented by Jean and Philip Koch- 
man as a bequest from their be- 
loved mother and grandmother, 
Elizabeth Korol Kochman. 


The Service of Presentation will 
involve Jean and Philip Kochman, 
the Rabbi and Cantor and the 
officers of Temple Emanuel, to- 
gether with members of the Law- 
rence Jewish School choir. 


The Torah Scroll containsthe 
five books of Moses, written on a 
scroll of parchment, especially 
prepared to render it durable. The 
parchment is from the hide of a 
clean animal and is composed of 
parchment parts, sewn together 
with threads of sinew. The text 
is written completely by hand by 
a professional Scribe who uses 
only the best black ink and a 
quill pen. 

The Torah Scroll being pre- 
sented this evening was 
meticulously written in Israel 
on high-grade parchment for a 
Jewish community in Russia about 
20 years ago. It was brought to 
the United States a few years ago, 
and now, through the generosity 
of the Kochman family, finds a 
permanent place in the Ark of 
the Temple. 

The tapestry mantle draping this 
Torah is innovative in design and 
material. It isamarked departure 
from the velvet material used in 
the past. Its beauty and newness 
is most appropriate for the Scroll 
of I.aw, which though ancient, is 
forever new.

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Record Sales 
At Western 


Electric 


Western Electric, the 
manufacturing and supply unit of 
the Bell System, began its second 
century of operation in 1970 with 
record sales totaling over $5.8 
billion, the company said in its 
annual report. 

Western Electric sales to Eell 
Telephone companies approached 
$5 billion in 1970 -- anincrease of 
21 percent over 1969 -- inresponse 
to soaring telephone company 
orders for equipment to meet un- 
precedented service demands. 
Government sales were $757 
million compared to $684 in 1969. 

Purchase of service and 
materials from suppliers climbed 
about one third over 1969, tomore 
than $2.8 billion in 1970. The 
company said that 50,000 
suppliers, located in 4,000 com- 
munities in all 50 states, shared 
in this effort to meet telephone 
company needs. Locally, the 
Merrimack Valley Works paid 
nearly $20.5 million to 1,181 
Massachusetts suppliers. 

The cost of doing business in 
1970 increased as sharply as the 
volume. of sales. As a result 
Western Electric earnings levels 
showed no significant change. Net 
income for 1970 was $253 million 
or 4.3 cents per dollar of sales, 
compared with earnings of 4.6 
cents in 1969. The return on 
average invested capital totaled 
10.6 percent, compared with 10.8 
percent in 1969. 

The company achieved 
engineering cost reductions 
amounting to $50 million in the 
first-year savings for cases put 
into effect in 1970; an additional 
$90 million in costs was saved or 
avoided in the buying of materials, 
supplies and transportation ser- 
vices. At the Merrimack Valley 
Works, cost reductions totaled$5.5 
million, an increase in savings of 
$1 million over 1969. 

Although these savings did help 
to offset rapidly rising wages and 
purchased materials prices, the 
company had to raise prices 
modestly on certain apparatus and 
equipment effective October 1. The 
company increased cable prices 
twice, early in 1970, to reflect 
higher copper prices, and reduced 
them on December 1 as copper 
prices declined. 

The number of employees rose 
from 203,600 people in 1969 to 
215,000 at the end of 1970, of 
whom about 35 percent were 
women. Minority groupemployees 
represented about 14 percent of 
the work force and continued to 
be found in increasing numbers in 
all categories of jobs: 
supervisors, professionals, office 
workers and shop employees. 

Also in 1970, Western Electric: 

-- Produced a record amount 
of central office switching equip- 
ment bringing production to 5.8 
million lines compared to 3.1 mil- 
lion in 1968. 

-- Continued construction or 
planning of six major new plants 
required to meet present and pro- 
jected Bell System needs and 
achieve long range economies. 

-- Obtained about $600 million 
in new capital required to meet 
the increased needs of telephone 
companies for equipment and ser- 
vices provided by Western Elec- 
tric. 

-- Developed a revolutionary 
high speed process for continuous 
aluminum wire production by 


larger central offices. 

-- Completed the nation’s first 
Automatic Intercept System (AIS). 
Using electronic» switching 
techniques and recorded voice seg- 
ments, AIS tells customers how 
to complete calls that reach non- 
working numbers -- freeing opera- 
tors from having to manually 
intercept calls to such numbers. 


Research 
Grant For 
Professor 


Merrimack College Associate 
Professor of Chemistry, Dr. 
Barton S. Solomon, has received 
a research grant of $2,300 from 
the Research Corporation of New 
York, a non-profit institution for 
bringing inventions into public use 
and for directing rewards to the 
support of scientific research. 

Dr. Solomon’s grant will be used 
to purchase supplies andchemicals 
for research on ‘‘Florescence 
Quenching by Benzoic Acid.” 

Dr. Solomon has been amember 
of the Merrimack College faculty 
since 1966. He received his B.A. 
degree in Chemistry from Union 
College in 1962. He pursued his 
doctorate studies in Physical 


Chemistry and was awarded the 
Ph.D. in 1967 from the University 
of New Hampshire. His doctoral 
thesis was entitled: Resonance 
Energy Transfer Studies; Depen- 
dence of Transfer Properties on 
the Structure of the Donor 
Molocule. His current grant from 
the Research Corporation is re- 
lated to the continuation of his 
doctoral research of the past eight 
years. 

Dr. Solomon is a member of the 
American Chemical Society, the 
Society for Applied Spectroscopy, 
and Sigma Xi. He has published 
articles on his research in physi- 
cal chemistry in the Journal of 
Physical Chemistry and the Jour- 
nal of the American Chemical 
Society. 

Dr. Solomon is married to the 
former Doris Epstein. They have 
two children and reside in Salem, 
N.H.

risk of heart attack as that of non- 
smokers. 

4. Adjust calorie intake to 
achieve and maintain normal 
weight. Obesity is associated with 
high clood pressure and diabetes, 
and raises the risk of heart at- 
tack. Correcting obesity may also 
reduce the concentration of fatty 
substances in the blood that lead 
to artery clogging. 

5. Start up andfollow regularly 
a program of exercise that is de- 
termined by your doctor to be 
compatible with your age and 
physical condition. It will tone 
up the muscles, stimulate the cir- 
culation and help to avoid over- 
weight. 

There is no guarantee that any 
person will escape a heart attack 
by following these five points, says 
your Heart Association. Yet, there 
is mounting scientific evidence 
that thousands of lives can be 
prolonged by following a risk re- 
ducing program.

One thing disturbing about town meeting this year, has 
been the blatant display of discourtesy on the part of some 
of the voters. 

Many of the items which have come before the session so 
far, and some still to be considered border on being “emo- 
tional” issues, with the voters having their particular views 
firmly in mind. 

But each side should be allowed to express their side of 
the story without being booed, jeered or laughed at deri- 
sively. 

Town meeting is supposed to be the truest democratic 
forum 

It is a forum for the townspeople to come forward and 
express themselves. 

Not everyone is a polished public speaker. Simply to 
make the effort to appear before a large body, motion for 
an article, speak either for or against an item, must take 
some considerable effort for some people. 

To deride the person is virtually a condemnation of the 
town meeting system. 

It is supposed to be the American way that everyone is 
entitled to their views, whether we agree with them or not. 

There are still some so-called “emotional” issues coming 
up. | 

In particular, is the school addition issue. 

The school department seems to be the “‘goat” this year, 
a rarety in Andover. 

When discussion of the article begins, it should be re- 
solved by all, despite advance opinions, that all sides be 
given a fair shake. 

Those who have prepared the presentation for an addi- 
tion, have worked diligently at their task. 

We believe that those who are opposed also have their 
facts and figures and are entitled to present them in an 
equally fair and courteous manner. 

The same comment applies to all issues involving con- 


troversy and differing opinions. 

Some of the activity of some of the voters to date has 
been disgraceful. 

Continuation of such activity borders on abandoning 
town meeting, declaring a Roman Holiday and bringing in 
the chariots. 

Courtesy henceforth should be the byword for town 
meeting. 


Night Sessions 


From all appearances, a return to night sessions for the 
annual town meeting seems to have been wise, as far as 
attendance is concerned. 

While the annual meeting has been dragged out through 
five sessions already with a sixth coming up and every pos- 
sibility that a seventh may be necessary, the advocates of an 
all-day Saturday meeting seem to have lost their argument. 

All the night sessions to date have been well attended, 
while the single all-day Saturday meeting had rather sparse 
attendance. 

The Saturday meeting was delay¢d over one-half hour to 
await a quorum. 

The quorum was doubted on a few occasions during the 
day, prior to adjournment. 

There are those who would argue that with an all-day 
session more progress may have resulted, thus eliminating 
the continual return. 

We rather doubt this, since there has been considerable 
debate at all of the sessions so far. 

Saturday is a busy day for many people. Many plan for a 
weekend away with the family, particularly the skiers at 
this time of year. 

The move back to Monday night, from all evidence, 
appears to have been a wise move. 

Evaluating the concern of more than average attendance 
at the sessions this year, indicates a public acceptance of a 
continued practice of evening weekday sessions.

What Our Readers Say 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN; 

Was Andover incorporated in 
1646? The celebration now being 
planned is said to be intended to 
mark the 325th anniversary of the 
incorporation of the town which, 
according to the Town Seal, took 
place on May 6, 1646. It is my 
under standing that Andover didnot 
become incorporated until 1786 
when there was a mass incorpora- 
tion of Massachusetts towns. The 
Acts of 1785, Chapter 75, passed 
on March 23, 1786, proclaimed 
that ‘‘the inhabitants of every town 
within this government, are hereby 
declared to be a body politic and 
corporate.’’ 


What happened on May 6, 1646 
appears to have been oniy the 
‘‘purchase of land by the inhabi- 
tants of Cochichawicke, now called 
Andover.”? The indication that 
Andover was not incorporated until 
1786 was called to my attention 
some years ago by Mrs. Herbert 
McQuestion, a student of history in 
North Andover. She cited the book- 
let published by the state, ‘‘His- 
torical Data Relating to Counties, 
Cities and Towns in Mass- 
achusetts.’’ In listing data con- 
cerning Andover, the booklet gives 
the date of May 6, 1646 as mark- 
ing only the purchase of the land 
with no mention of incorporation. 
The record of the purchase was 
taken from the Massachusetts Eay 
Records, Vol. Il, p. 159. The 
Records give the date not as May 
6, 1646 but as ‘‘6th 3d. mo. 1646.”’ 
This might appear to be March 
6, 1646 but in 1646 March seems 
to have been considered the first 
month of the year. Therefore the

Then they asked me, ‘‘What kind 
of a town do you live in that 
would do such a thing. and that if 
this is the general procedure 
then we will nolonger send flowers 
to people in Andover.”’ 

I went tothe cemetery on Monday 
morning to see Mr. Ramford but 
he was not there. I spoke to 
some of the workmen there and 
they said they do that because 
of the weather. I would like to 
know what the weather has got to 
do with it. If the ground is 
covered with snow how can they 
work on the grave anyhow. I 
was born and have lived in An- 


3d month would have been May. 
The wording of the Massachu- 


setts Bay Records is that ‘‘At 
a General Court in Boston 6th 
3d mo. 1646 Cutshamache, Saga- 
more of ye Massachusetts came 
into ye Corte & acknowledged yt 
for the sum of 6 pounds and a 
Coat which he had already re- 
ceived, he sold to Mr. John Wood- 
bridge in behalfe of ye inhabi- 
tants of Cochichawicke now called 
Andover all his right interest & 
privilege in ye land... ’’ 
Cutshamache’s coat, thus ac- 
quired, is surely the most famous 
coat in the history of Andover. 
It is reasonable to speculate on 
what there was about this* coat 
that made it so valuable to the 
Sagamore, especially as it was 
probably second hand. The seal 
of the Town of Andover, adopted 
only as far back as 1900, shows an 
Indian holding over his left arm 
what appears to be a long cloth. 
It has been stated that the Indian 
represents Cutshamache and that 
the cloth represents the coat. The 
shape of the coat, apparently of 
maximum length, was _ surely 
imaginary on the’part of the artist 
who designed the seal. Whatever 
the size or shape of the coat, 
could it have been merely the 
design or perhaps, as it has been 
suggested, a set of brass buttons 
on it that fascinated C utshamac he? 
Perhaps some of your readers 
can throw further light on the 
matter of the incorporation of the 
town and on the nature of Cut- 
shamache’s coat.

The League of Women Voters of 
Andover takes issue with the edi- 
torial in the March 25th Towns- 
man, ‘‘Not Now.’’

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Council Forms Drug Group 


The formation of a Merrimack 
Valley Drug Committee was an- 
nounced by the Merrimack Valley 
Health Planning Council, Inc. The 
Council covers the 30 municipal- 
ities of the Valley, including 
Greater Lowell, Greater Law- 
rence, Greater Haverhill/New- 
buryport, and southern New Hamp- 
shire, encompassing approxi- 
mately 500,000 people. 

The Regional Drug Committee 
will have 4 main goals: 

1. To bring together in one 
forum all drug programs in the 
Valley to assist in determining 
ways that the programs might 
work more closely to provide the 
broadest possible drug treatment 
program for the Valley, through 
increased cooperation and sharing 
of resources. 

2. To develop a central source 
for information about drug ser- 
vices in the Valley, so that com- 
munities and groups can receive 
accurate, reliable advise and in- 
formation about the current status 
and plans for drug-related 
services. 

3. To encourage the expansion 
of coordinated services to cover 
the full range from prevention 
to rehabilitation, for every 
municipality in the Valley, through 
assisting in the development of a 
sound regional plan to alleviate 
the problem. 

4. To increase the amounts of 
governmental and private funds 
for combatting drug abuse through 
the strong promotion of a sound 
regional plan. 

Lowell City Councilor Paul FE. 
Tsongas will serve as Chairman 
of the Merrimack Valley commit- 
tee. Councilor Tsongas, agraduate 
of Dartmouth and Yale Law School, 
was an attorney on the staff of 
the Committee on Law En- 
forcement and Administration of 
Criminal Justice, after three years 
of service in the Peace Corps. 
He is now an Assistant Attorney 
General for the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 

In a statement issued today, 
Councilor Tsongas said ‘‘The 
drug problem in the Merrimack 
Valley is real. It touches every 
city and town, every school, every 
business, every family in terms 
of the suffering of those afflicted 
with addiction, in loss of time by 
students and employees, and in 
the increased crime rates all our 
communities are experiencing, 

‘*We are making some progress 
in the Valley. Both Greater Lowell 
and Greater I.awrence have 
recently received governmental 
approval for treatment programs, 
and some $215,000 in state funds 
have been allocated so far. How- 
ever, these successes are not 
enough. We must now pull together 
to begin to make substantial gains 
in reducing drug use and in re- 
habilitating those who have fallen 
into the terrible trap of addiction. 
Drugs are not solely the problem 
of the police, or the schools, or 
the doctors -- drugs are 
everyone’s problem, and es- 
pecially so in the Merrimack 
Valley, where the problem is 
particularly severe.”’ 

In announcing the formation of 
the Merrimack Valley Committee, 
the health planning council 
reported that it was negotiating 
with several state and federal 
agencies to acquire major financial 
support for developing a regional 
program to fight drug abuse that 
could be used as a national model. 
At present, the competition for 
funds between various cities and 
towns, and even between competing 
programs in the same area is 
causing a serious dissipation of 
money. The Merrimack Valley 
effort, which is unique in Mass- 
achusetts, hopes to reduce this 
wasteful duplication by developing 
a coordinated drug system which 
will strengthen every individual 
drug program in the Valley. 

Merrimack Valley Health Plan- 
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ning Council has written and sub- 
mitted two applications for 
financial aid for Valley drug pro- 
grams. Both applications were 
successful, and as a result, two 
grants, one for $50,000 and another 
for $75,000 have been made to 
Valley programs.

(whose birthday is next Monday), 
but other predatory birds, and a 
black-footed penguin brought es- 
pecially for the occasion from the 
New England Aquarium. The pen- 
guin, another birthday bird, will 
be one year old on March 25. 

The youngsters brought pictures 
of Spooky they had drawn to note 
the event. These drawings will 
be on display in the Museum’s 
friend Gallery. Among other 
tributes to Spooky was an amusing 
one from Honeywell, Inc., a 
Museum business member, who 
sent their computer owl to person- 
ally deliver a giant birthday card. 
The computer owl and the card 
will also be on display at the 
Museum this week-end. 

' Last Friday, both Spooky and 
‘the Museum were honored during 
the ‘‘Listen-In,’’ the Museum’s 
unusual musical evening. At that 
time a birthday song composed just 
for Spooky was piayed. 

At 20, Spooky is a mature owl. 
It is thought that the maximum age 
for owls living in a controlled 
atmosphere is twenty-five years.

more than 7 1/2 million visitors. 
He is the most frequently 
mentioned attraction in letters re- 
ceived from school children. 

Spooky has changed considerably 
since he was brought to the 
fledgling Museum, wrapped in a 
blanket, a tiny grey-feathered ball 
of fluff. He has grown up to his 
big round eyes which earlier 
almost seemed bigger than he was. 
He now weighs nearly three pounds 
and has a 40-inch wing-spread. 
Incidentally, although Spooky is 
referred to as ‘‘he,’’ there’s 
no way his sex can be determined 
for sure from his external 
characteristics, according to 
Peter Stowe, director of the Mu- 
seum’s Live Animal Center. 

Stowe reports that Spooky’s per- 
sonality hasn’t changed much with 
age. ‘‘Re remains a wild animal, 
and if irritated will react.’’ Spooky 
makes a loud raucous noise, when 
angered, and will jump against the 
glass of his cage if harrassed by 
visitors.

In Case Of Heart Attack 


The heart is central to our 
imagery about feelings. We speak 
of ‘‘a broken heart,’’ say ‘‘his 
heart wasn’t in it,’’ or that some- 
one is ‘‘heartless.’’ No wonder 
that difficult feelings are likely 
to well up for a man and his 
family when he has had a heart 
attack. 

A heart attack is a common but 
nonetheless extremely frightening 
madical event. It mobilizes a whole 
range of medical activities on be- 
half of the patient. It generates, 
in the patient and his family, emo- 
tions of anature and intensity which 
may be difficult to understand and 
accept. 

If your husband is one of the 
unfortunate ones to have suffered 
a héart attack, medical knowledge 
about heart disease, which has 
made great advances in recent 
years, will benefit him by increas- 
ing his chances of survival and 
return as a full-functioning mem- 
ber of society. Growing numbers 
of hospitals have special facil- 
ities with sophisticated equipment 
and specially trained staff to care 
for the heart attack patient. 

A man who has suffered a heart 
attack is likely to have anxieties 
more intense than he’s ever ex- 
perienced. Initially, of course, he 
will worry about whether he can 
survive. Later, he will be con- 
cerned about regaining his former 
level of functioning. Men have 
their coronaries at what seems to 
them the worst possible times: 
the critical fourth and fifthdecades 
of life. A heart attack -- with 
its sudden disabling quality, the 
enforced bed rest, and the invisi- 
bility of the heart’s healing 
process -- is most difficult for an 
active, full-functioning man to ac- 
cept and cope with emotionally. 

But if his wife is aware of what

he is experiencing -- both 
physiologically and emotionally -- 
she can do a great deal to ease 
this difficult period for him, their 
children, and herself. 

Children may have a number of 
feelings they find difficult to 
handle, They, too, will be fearful of 
what the future holds. Even the 
little ones who can’t express it are 
likely to be worried, and may be 
hyperactive, or preoccupied and 
withdrawn in consequence. Teen- 
agers may feel especially bad and 
guilty, thinking that their argu- 
mentative, rebellious ways have 
caused their father’s illness. 


Again, if a mother canbe prepared | 


for these reactions, she canbetter 
cope with what might otherwise 
seem to her strange and puzzling 
behavior. 

After the initial crisis is past, 
your husband may be rather de- 
pressed. The iong convaiescence 
may be a period of personal stock- 
taking, in which he’s likely to be 
more aware of his failures than 
his successes. He may feel he 
hasn’t accomplished all that he 
might, and that there are important 
tasks he won’t get to. 

You, too, may feel extremely 
anxious about the changes that may 
occur in your life; the thought 
of losing a spouse; the possibility 
of major alterations in your fi- 
nancial and social circumstances. 

Yours is then a dual task, and 
a difficult one. You should convey 
the feeling that the family affairs 
can be kept in reasonable order 
until he’s well. Further, you 
should do all you can, in word and 
action to reassure him he still 
has his place at the head of the 
family, and that you are pleased 
with the kind of person he’s been 
all along.

They 
should be helped to show him 
that their respect for their father’s 
authority and judgement has not 
been diminished by his illness. 

Your family doctor and any 
specialists caring for your husband 
will usually know what you are 
experiencing and will offer 
support. The nurse on the ward 
is an excellent source of informa- 
tion for you -- on where to seek 
psychological, financial, or moral 
support. She will most likely sug- 
gest visiting the social service 
department found in many hospitals 
today, or the family service agency 
in your community. You will then 
be better able to cope with the 
ongoing demands of family and 
household. 

You should also ask the North- 
east Chapter, Massachusetts Heart 
Association, located at 79 North 
Main St., Andover, for a free copy 
of the booklet, ‘‘After A Coronary’”’ 
which will answer still more of 
your and your husband’s questions.

Lure Ticks 


The connection between air pol- 
lution and tick bites may seem 
remote, but there is evidence that 
the exhaust from automobiles lures 
ticks to where the people are. 

The discovery has great value 
to everyone, from the person whose 
outdoor experience is limited to 
walking the family dog to resort 
operators in such areas as Cape 
Cod. 

Knowing where most of the ticks 
live means that for the first time 
there is hope of separating ticks 
and tourists without massive 
damage to the environment. 

Dr. William D. McEnroe, arac- 
ologist (expert on ticks, mites and 
relatives) at the Waltham Tield 
Station, made the discovery in his 
studies of tick distribution in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

What Dr. McEnroe discovered 
was: adult wood ticks now gang up 
along roadsides. 

The population distribution is 
quite different from the distribu- 
tion recorded in the 1930s in a 
survey on Martha’s Vineyard. In 
those days, wood ticks were dis- 
tributed all over the landscape, 
without noticeable bunching along 
roadsides. 

Why are ticks now ganged up 
around roadside rest areas, motel 
parking lots, and line the roadside 
in general? Dr. McEnroe believes 
that today’s volume of carbon 
dioxide produced by motor cars 
accounts for the shift in pattern. 

“Ticks find their hosts through 
their sensitivity to carbon 
dioxide,’’ Dr. McEnroe said. ‘‘One 
finds adult ticks along paths that 
mammals travel. They are at- 
tracted to the site by the presence 
of carbon dioxide which the animals 
have given off in breathing. 

‘The fact that carbon dioxide 
lures ticks long has been known to 
aracologists. A common device 
used in collecting ticks consists 
of a small block of dry ice which 
becomes carbon dioxide gas as it 
evaporates. If dry ice is placed 
in a field, ticks will migrate toward 
it.”’ 

Automobile traffic produces an 
enormous volume of carbon dioxide 
and it disperses widely over the 
landscape. Since ticks follow 
carbon dioxide to its source, 
today’s ticks wind up beside high- 
ways - not all of them, but the 
preponderant segment of the popu- 
lation. The result places ticks ex- 
actly where they should not be, 
from a human viewpoint. 

The city vacationer who stops at 
a roadside rest area and gets out 
of the car is exposed immediately 


to the greatest concentration of 


ticks in the neighborhood. The dog 
being walked along the roadside 
gathers many times the number 
of ticks that would have boarded 
the animal in an open field. 
However, the fact that ticks do 
gang up along the roadside gives 
man an opportunity to deal with 
them at the least expense to the 


environment. Several short-lived: 


pesticides will kill ticks. Now that 
we know where ticks are, there is 
no need of broadcasting hard 
pesticides to kill them. Instead, 
the state crews can apply short- 
lived pesticides in a 20-foot band 
around rest areas and other road- 
side points where people are most 
likely to meet ticks.

Investment Trusts 


May Need Safeguards 


Real estate investment trusts 

(REIT’s) have flourished during 
the tight money period of the last 
two years, but the rate of new 
REIT formations is likely to slow 
as monetary policy eases, accord=- 
ing to the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Boston, 
_ REIT"s are tax-exempt financial 
intermediaries which obtain debt 
and equity funds from such sources 
as individuals, banks, and pension 
unds and channel the money into 
different types of income property 
mortgages and real estate owner- 
ship positions, 

The short history of REIT’s, 
their present status, and their 
future prospects are examined by 
Boston Fed economist Peter A, 
Schulkin in the latest edition of the 
Bank’s bimonthly New England 
Economic Review. 

Schulkin points out that REIT*s 
enjoy a competitive advantage over 
the traditional sources of real 
estate funds - such as commercial 
banks and savings and loan asso- 
ciations - because REIT’s do not 
pay corporate income taxes and 
are not subject to Federally im- 
posed ceilings on how much they 
may pay to attract funds,

The Boston Fed’s report also 
noted, however, that REIT’s have 
a high cost of funds, and always 
run the risk of inadvertently violat- 
ing Internal Revenue Code re- 
quirements for tax-exemption - an 
oversight that could result ina 
substantial penalty, Schulkin said. 
In addition, since REIT’s mustpay 
out at least 90 percent of their net 
earnings in dividends, the possi- 
bility of converting retained 
earnings into shareholder capital 
gains is eliminated, the Bank’s 
report pointed out. 

REIT’s presently control total 
assets in excess of $4 billion, 
according to the Boston Fed’s 
study, Those which specialize in 
construction and development 
loans account for approximately 
half of total REIT assets, and 
most of the rest are represented 
by equity or long-term mortgage 
REIT’s, 

Schulkin reviewed several areas 
in which a conflict of interest 
might arise between a REIT’s 
shareholders and its adviser - a 
distinctly separate entity, such 
as a commercial bank, life in- 
surance company, or financial 
conglomerate, which manages the 
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day-to-day operations of the REIT 
for a fee, If, for example, the ad- 
viser makes the same types of 
loans as the REIT, the adviser 
could possibly take the better in- 
vestment opportunities for itself,

Photo Exhibit At Gallery 


A special loan exhibition, ‘‘The 
Black Photographer (1908-1970): 
A Survey’? opened at the Addi- 
son Gallery of American Art, 
Phillips Academy, Andover, fri- 
day, Feb. 19 -- during National 
Negro History Week. It continues 
through Sunday, April 4. 

This first major exhibition of 
its kind is a joint undertaking by 
the Addison Gallery and the James 
VanDerZee Institute of New York 
City. It represents an effort by 
an art institution in aWhite subur- 
ban area to bring to the attention 
of the entire Greater Boston com- 
munity the contribution of Black 
people to American culture. 

Christopher C. Cook, Director 
of the Addison Gallery, invited 
Reginald McGhee, Program Di- 
rector of the James V anDerZ ee In- 
stitute, to plan a comprehensive 
exhibition of the work of Black 
photographers. To make the exhi- 
bition truly representative of the 
Black community, the Addison Gal- 
lery left the selection of works to 
the VanDerZee 
Institute -- aBlack organization -- 
and advanced funds for production 
to be managed by the Institute. 

Founded in May, 1969, the 
Institute aims to promote photog- 
raphy in general -- both as an 
art form and as a means of 
communication, and in particular 
to encourage the Black 
photographer. It is named for the 
first Negro to achieve wide recog- 
nition as a professional photog- 
rapher. 


James Van DerZee, a native of 
Lenox, moved to New York in 1906. 
He has been photographing the 
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people and places of Harlem ever 
since, 

He developed an increasing 
sensitivity to the character of his 
subjects, and to artistic composi- 
tion. In 1968, he showed the 
largest number of works of any 
photographer in the exhibition, 
‘‘Harlem on My Mind,’’ at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

At the AddisonGallery of Ameri- 
can Art, one of the four rooms 
devoted to the Rlack photog- 
raphers’ exhibition will feature the 
work of James VanDerZee. People 
figure prominently in his photo- 
graphs; children and adults, 
individuals‘ and groups. 

Another room in the Addison 
Gallery’s Black photographers’ 
exhibition will show wide-ranging 
examples of work by four pro- 
fessional photo-journalists still in 
thair 20s and 2Ne Rah Craao 


Vaawaa e42n8Iu UV aruNy oreene, 
who has explored a variety of 
techniques, and Leroy Lucas, 
whose daring as a photo-journal- 
ist has taken him on recent 
assignments to Africa and Viet- 
nam, both free-lance for National 
Educational Television’s ‘‘Black 


Journal.’’ Charles Blackwell 
specializes in social docu- 
mentaries, and has had photo- 
graphic essays published in 
**Ebony”’ magazine. Reginald 
McGhee -- one-time staff 


photographer for the Milwaukee 
Star -- directed photographic re- 
search for the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum’s ‘‘Harlem on My Mind’’ 
exhibition. Still active as a 
photographer, he also writes and 
lectures widely on the subject and 
is Program Director of the James 
Van DerZee Institute. 

A third room at the Addison 
Gallery will feature the work of 
young Black. photographers, still 
relatively unknown, many of them 
exhibiting for the first time. Al- 
together, the exhibition will 
include about 350. black-and-white 
prints ranging in subject-matter 


‘ from portraits and landscapes to 


still-lifes and abstract scenes. 

The fourth room will show about 
400 color slides, projected con- 
tinuously. The exhibition aims not 
at social commentary, but at show- 
ing Black culture -- as Black 
photographers themselves see it 
-- to all people. 

The Addison Gallery of 
American Art augments its perma- 
nent collection of American art of 
the 18th and 20th centuries with 
several special exhibitions a year.

Consumer 
Survey Due 


Questions on consumer buying 
and home improvement expecta- 
tions will be asked by representa- 
tives of the Bureau of the Census 
in this area during April, accord- 
ing to James W. Turbitt, Director 
of the Bureau’s regional office 
in Boston, 

Census Bureau interviewers will 
ask householders about any plans 
to buy a house, a car, and major 
household appliances during the 
next year. Questions about home 
repairs and alterations will con- 
cern those made during the past 
three months and those planned 
to be made in the near future. 

The Census Bureau conducts a 
survey of buying expectations and 
home repairs every three months 
to serve as aguide toU.S. economic 
growth. A matheniatically selected 
group of households throughout the 
Nation serves as a measure of 
what U.S, families own and what 
they expect to buy in the near 
future. 

for example, the January 1971 
survey indicated that in the fourth 
quarter of 1970 the year-long 
downward trend in consumer in- 
come expectations had come toa 
halt. Although people were a 
little more optimistic about income 
increases in the future than they 
had been for the preceding four 
quarters, there was evidence that 
the proportion of households 
suffering actual declines in income 
remained above year ago levels. 
New car buying expectations were 
high, possibly due tothe restricted 
supply of new cars during the 
fourth quarter. There was little 
change in expectations to buy other 
items.

elementary schools would have 
only 60 more above capacity than 
they have right now, then level off 
going toward 1980. The elements 
of his figuring were Andover births 
since 1960, the economic environ- 
ment, housing starts. He conceded 
that the student enrollment was 
still increasing, but said the per- 
centage of increase was decreas- 
ing. He showed that a 4% or 5% 
increase from kindergarten on up 
would result in his conclusions. 

Frank Hill said Griggs, con- 
clusions were invalid since they 
were based on births and housing 
starts, which do not correlate with 
the school population, and because 
Griggs was counting on the in- 
crease all coming up from the 
kindergarten. Hill said that every- 
one knew birth rates have been 
dropping for years, and housing 
starts decreasing too, while the 
school population continued to rise. 

It is not new married who move 
to Andover, Hill said, but, like it 
or not, couples with established 
families whose children enter the 
schools at various points to be 
educated by the community. 

Superintendent Seifert supported 
this with the fact that now 26% 
of the total Andover residents are 
school students, as opposed to 15% 
in 1950, and 11% a few years 
before that. If this percentage 
doesn’t increase, but just holds, 
Seifert pointed out, ‘‘that means 
we will be 1458 short of school 
seats in 1980, even using the 
estimate of the planning board, 
not the school’s estimate.’’ 


A resident asked the school com- 
mittee to change things so that 
young couples and older people 
could continue to live in the town; 
he said a crisis should be an in- 
centive to really look at alter- 
natives. Alternatives were then 
discussed, but Dr. Trishman made 
the point that it was not school 
committee’s building schools for 
the children, but a ‘‘crazy tax 
system’’ which penalized Massa- 
chusetts residents in general, and 
Andover residents in particular; 
the formula by which state assess- 
ment is worked out, he said, sets 
Andover’s rate far higher than 
Everett, for example, which has 
much more industry, simply be- 
cause of Andover’s growth. 

Chairman William King 
answered to one of the alterna- 
tives to building new schools - 
portable classrooms. He said they 
had a short life, got no state aid 
whatsoever, and locked a system 
into the high unit-labor costs of 
‘‘eubicle’’ education. ‘‘We hope 
to be able to cut unit-labor costs 
by differentiating staffing in the 
open concept schools. The big 
money is insalaries, not buildings, 
believe it or not, and you can’t 
cut the staffing costs if you go to 
portable classrooms, instead of 
open concept construction.”’ 

Dr. Katz pointed out to another 
questioner that double sessions al- 
most automatically cut out art,

music and other important areas 
of education, and had been rejected 
by the committee as policy except 
in emergency use. 

Another resident said policy al- 
ternatives should be presented on 
the town meeting floor, but Dr. 
Katz reminded him that the com- 
mittee had received the message 
loud and clear from town meeting 
that the town is of the mind that 
spending has to be cut, but it was 
still the school committee’s re- 
sponsibility to weigh, form, and 
present educational policy, with 
town meeting deciding the appro- 
priations to carry it out with. 

Frank Hill proposed that the 
school committee present semi- 
annual budget messages, even 
quarterly if possible, to acquaint 
the town with the information be- 
fore the town meeting. He wel- 
comed the night’s large audience, 
which he said had been missing 
all year. 

He said it was truly frustrating 
without public interest to operate. 

In this vein, Dr. Griggs asked 
that the school committee minutes 
be more complete and made 
publicly available as soon as ap- 
proved. Griggs said that he felt 
this might be part of the reason 
for some of the confusion over 
policy. The committee agreed. He 
also asked for release of executive 
session minutes after the reasons 
for the non-public discussion no 
longer held. Other members 
pointed out that the Andover school 
committee never voted in executive 
session, but afterwards in public 
session, and suggested that heid 
find that executive session was 
used usually for discussions that 
he would not want to make public 
at all - for protection of per- 
sonalities, etc. 

Earlier in the meeting, the com- 
mittee heard and applauded a re- 
port by high school English de- 
partment head Miss Maria Theresa 
Marzullo describing the evolution 
of a new elective English course 
system, to replace the English 
curriculum which she said both 
faculty and students agreed was 
inadequate in materials and scope. 
The new system has been devel- 
oped by the staff, in inservice 
programs, piloted in one course 
this year, and has had, during its 
evolution. suggestions from the 
junior and sophomore students who 
will be involved. Committee reac- 
tion was enthusiastic.

Veto Power 
Retained 
By FinCom 


The veto power of the Finance 
Committee on money articles at 
special town meetings was sus- 
tained by the voters at Thursday’s 
session of the annual town meeting. 

The power was challenged by the 
school committee who asked that 
the power be negated for the Oc- 
tober town meeting. 

It was explained by proponents 
of the veto policy that the veto 
power was given his board to pre- 
vent special interest groups from 
coming into special sessions and 
obtaining funds for projects. 

Dr. Richard Katz of the school 
committee explained that the mat- 
ter was instituted several years 
ago by the Andover TaxpayersAs- 
sociation. 

‘He said the reason for asking 
the power be lifted for the October 
session, is to make that meeting 
the same asthe regular town meet- 
ing. 

Town bylaws call for the October 
session, but it is classified as 
special by statute. 

Dr. Katz said that in view of town 
bylaws requiring the meeting the 
rules should be the same as the 
annual session in March. 

The selectmen who originally 
supported the FinCom, somewhere 
along the line changed their minds 

—and only SelectmanSidney P. White 
was in favor of the retention ofthe 
veto. 

White noted the small attendance 
at the October sessions and the 
great amount of work and study 


the FinCom puts into its decisions. 


Former Town Manager Richard 
J. ‘Bowen spoke in opposition to 
the veto power. 

The FinCom was eventually en- 
dorsed by a wide voice vote.
